the Authority of the same, THAT every Male person of full age 
10 and not subject to any legal incapacity, holding any Lands or 
Tenements within any County in Ireland by lease for any term of 
years not less than Nineteen Years from the commencement thereof, 
whereon either a rent of not less than Fifty Pounds annually shall 
have been bond fide reserved, or where on a fine which with the 
15 reserved rent would amount to the swmi Fifty Pounds, has been 
usually and annually paid, or where the lands or tenements con- 
tained in such lease for Nineteen Years shall be of the clear yearly 
value of Twenty Pounds at the least over and above all rent and 
charges, except only Public or Parliamentary taxes, county, church 
or parish cesses or rates, and cesses, on any townland or division 
20 of any Parish or Barony, and in respect whereof not more than One 
da/f Year's rent, rates, cesses or taxes shall be due or in arrear, shall 
after due Registration under this Act, have a Right to vote at the 
Election of Knights of the Shire to serve for such County in 
Parliament.

pation whereof lie or any other person shall, under this Act, be lo 
entitled to register as a Voter for a Member or Members for any 
City, Town or Borough returning Members to Parliament. 

A.nd he it Enacted, That at all Elections of a Member to serve 
in any future Parliament for any City, Town or Borough in 

Ireland, every Male person of full age, and not subject to any 15 

legal incapacity, and duly registered under this Act, and being 
resident within such City, Town or Borough, or within Seven 
statute miles thereof, shall be entitled to vote at such Election, 
who shall hold any estate of freehold in lands or tenements, or 
by way of rent-charge, within such City, Town or Borough, of 20

reprizes ; or who shall hold any estate of freehold in lands or tene- 
ments within such City, Town or Borough, and be in the actual 
occupation thereof, of the clear yearly value of Ten Pounds at the 
least above all rent and charges, except only Public or Parliamen- 25 
tary taxes, county, church and parish cesses, or rates and cesses, on 
any townland or division of any Parish or Barony, and in respect 
whereof not more than One-half yeuds rent, rates or taxes shall 
be due or in arrear; or who shall hold any lands or tenements 
within such City, Town or Borough for any term of years not 30 
less than Nineteen Years from the commencement thereof, whereon 
either a yearly rent of not less than Fifty Pounds shall have been 
bond fide reserved, or whereon a fine which, with the reserved 
rent would amount to the sum of Fifty PoundSt has been usually and 
annually paid, or where the lands or tenements contained in such 35

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That all registered Forty- Right^of pre- 
shilling Freeholders, and all Freemen who are now by law entitled 
5 to vote at the F.lection of a Member or Members to serve in Parlia- 
ment for any City, Town or Borough, shall, after such registration 
as is directed by this Act, but so long only as they shall reside within 
the said City, Town or Borough, or within Seven statute miles 
thereof, have and enjoy such Right of voting as fully and in like 
10 manner as if this Act had not been passed. 

And be it Enacted, That the City of Limerick, the City of Addit^'nai 
Waterford, the Borough of Belfast, the County of the Town of Wemberefor 
Galway, and the University of Dublin, shall each respectively andBoroughs. 
return One Member to serve in each future Parliament, in addition 
15 to the Member w’hich each of the said places is now by law entitled 
to return.

And be it Enacted, That be and they are 

hereby appointed Commissioners for the purposes hereinafter men-

tion each such City, Town or Borough respectively shall, for the 
purposes of Elections only, be and remain bounded and limited 
respectively according to the determination in that behalf made by 
the said Commissioners, and shall jointly with any Parish or Parishes, 
Barony or Baronies, Half Barony or Half Baronies, or part thereof 
which may be thereunto annexed or therewith incorporated by vir- 
tue of the provisions hereinbefore made, be a City, Town or Borough

custody or under the control of such persons, which the said Com-

liable, at the discretion of the Court before which he shall be tried, 
to be transported beyond the seas for the term of Seven Years, or 
to be imprisoned with or without hard labour for any term not ex- 
ceeding TkreeYears. 

And be it Enacted, That every enactment herein contained 
relative to any Assistant Barrister or Judge of Assize shall, in the 
County of Dublin and City of Dublin respectively, extend and 
apply to the Chairman of the Sessions of the County of Dublin, 
and to the Recorder of the City of Dublin, and to His Majesty’s 
superior Law Courts of Record.

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And be it Enacted, That in every case where any Oath is by this 
Act required to be taken, every person being a Moravian or Quaker 
may make Affirmation in the form prescribed hereby for each such 
Oath respectively, and that all provisions herein contained relative 
5 to any Oath, shall respectively extend and apply to every such 
Affirmation, 

And be it Enacted, That if any person shall, in any oath or 
affirmation to be taken under this Act, wilfully and corruptly swear 
or affirm falsely, such person shall be deemed guilty of Perjury, 
10 and be liable to the same pains, penalties and punishments as any 
person is now liable to for wilful and cornipt Perjury. 

And be it Enacted, That the Sheriff of each County, City and 
Town in Ireland, or his Under-sheriff, and also the Clerk of the 
Peace or his Deputy, and Town Clerks for each such County, City, 
15 Town or Borough, or his Deputy, and the Chief Constable*^ of the 
Barony in which each and every such Court of Sessions as by this 
Act is directed shall be held, and such number of other Constables 
as the Assistant Barrister, Chairman or Recorder shall deem suffi- 
cient, shall attend the Court from day to day during the continuance 
20 of each such Sessions ; and every Clerk of the Peace and Town 
Clerk or Deputy, as the case may be, attending any such Sessions, 
shall take with him and from day to day attend with all such original 
affidavits or affirmations, and all and every such Book and Registry 
as under and by virtue of the laws now in force in Ireland or under 
25 this Act such Clerk of the Peace or Town Clerk or his Deputy is 
required to keep or to attend with and produce at any Election or 
place of polling in Ireland. 

And be it Enacted, That in every case in which any order of an 
Assistant Barrister, Chairman or Recorder, shall upon Appeal be 
30 reversed, the Judge before whom the same shall have been heard, 
shall thereupon cause such oath to be taken and subscribed, and 
such Certificate to be given, and shall sign the same respectively in 
like manner as the Assistant Barrister is hereinbefore required to do, 
and shall cause such acts to be performed by the Clerk of the Peace 
35 or his Deputy, or Town Clerk, and such proceedings to be had as 
hereinbefore directed and required, when any Voter is registered

And be it Enacted, That in the county of Dublin all vcrters to 
be registered under this Act shall be registered b^ore the Chair- 
man of the Sessions of that County, and in the City of Dublin before 
the Recorder of the said City, in the same manner in all respects as 
before the Assistant Barrister in any other County, City or Town j

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and such Chairman and Recorder respectively shall have, exercise, 
perform and discharge every power, jurisdiction, right, authority, 
duty and function hereby vested in or given to any such Assistant 
Barrister j and in any case where ati appeal is hereby allowed from 
the order of an Assistant Barrister to the Judges of Assize, the like 5 
power of appeal from any order of such Chairman or Recorder re- 
spectively shall and may, in the case of any voter in the L-ounty of 
Dublin and City of Dublin respectively, be exercised and enjoyed to 
any of His Majesty’s superior law Courts of Record in Dublin j and 
the Court to which any such appeal shall be made, shall proceed 10 
with respect thereto in the same manner as any Judge of Assize is 
hereby authorized or required to proceed. 

And be it Enacted, That in case of any Registry of any Voter 
within this Act the said Clerk of the Peace and Town Clerk respec- 
tively shall keep the like books, make the like returns, and discharge 
and execute all other the like duties, matters and things as such 
Clerk of the Peace is now by law authorized, entitled or required 
to do with respect to the Registry of Freeholds, save so far as is other- 
wise ordained by this Act; and that all matters and things now by 
law authorized or required for the due registration of such freeholds, 20 
shall be in all respects done, performed, observed and fulfilled ; and 
all provisions, penalties, rules, orders, regulations and conditions re- 
lating to the registration of such freeholds, and contained in any Act 
or Acts now in force, shall be used, applied and enforced with respect 
to, and shall be construed to extend to all votes to be registered 
under this Act as if the same had been herein enacted, save so far as 
is hereby otherwise provided. 

And be it Enacted, That every Session to be held for registering 
Voters within this Act shall be deemed a Court of Record, and that 
it shall be lawful for every Assistant Barrister, Chairman and 
Recorder before whom such Court shall be held from time to time as 
there shall be occasion, to fine the Clerk of the Peace or his Deputy, 
the Town Clerk or his Deputy, or the Sheriff or Sub-sheriff of the

40 respecting Elections of Members to serve in Parliament for any 
County, City, Town or Borough in Ireland shall, save so far as they 
are respectively repealed or allowed by this Act, remain, and they 
are hereby declared to be in full force j and that all Elections for any 
Member or Members to serve in this present Parliament, to be here- 
after had, shall be held and made as if this Act had not been 
passed.

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And be it Enacted, That if any Sherilf, Clerk of the Peace, Town

yearly, and to such Clerk of the Peace or Town Clerk the sum of 
yearly ; and that the surplus, if any, of the said fund, 
after such payments as aforesaid shall be carried to and made part of 
the Consolidated fund.
